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Further warnings after cliff death 


A MAN has died after falling from the cliff at 
Burton Bradstock last week. Emergency ser¬ 
vices were called last Friday (September 
16th) just after 1,30pm, but the man was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

A spokesperson for Dorset Police said: “Police were 
called at 1.38pm, Friday, September 16th, to reports that 
a man had gone over the cliffs at Hive Beach, Burton 
Bradstock. 

“Officers, paramedics and the coastguard attended, but 
the man was sadly pronounced dead at the scene. 

“The coroner has been notified. At this stage the death 
is not being treated as suspicious.” 

The South Western Ambulance Service sent a number 
of units and said that there was one casualty and the 
Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance and the coastguard 
helicopter also attended. 

Information regarding the man’s age or other details has 
not yet been released. 
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Calls to launch a national campaign about the dangers 
of the coast are being echoed up and down the country 
after a rise in 999 responses. 

Local authorities are warning beachgoers of the dan¬ 
gers of the coast and a worrying rise in cliff-related emer¬ 
gency responses and hospital admissions has sparked 
beach safety warnings from councils and fire authorities. 

Firefighters are responding more to people getting 
stuck climbing high cliffs, stranded dogs - whose owners 
have themselves become trapped trying to rescue them 

- and huge rock falls. 

Locally, warnings of the dangers of the coast have also 
become more frequent after a number of cliff falls at 
West Bay this year, one narrowly missing bathers on East 
Beach. 

New figures show the RNLI undertook 166 launches 
to people on cliffs in 2015, 
compared with 118 in 2014 

- a rise of 41 per cent - 
while firefighters are res¬ 
cuing people stranded on 
cliffs and beaches due to 
rising tide on an average of 
once a month. 

Further figures from the 
Health and Social Care In¬ 
formation Centre show 
121 people were admitted 
to hospital with injuries 
sustained due to falling 
from cliffs in 2014/15, 
compared with 112 in 
2013/14 - an eight per cent 
increase. 

To help reduce this, the 


Local Government Association (LGA), which represents 
more than 370 councils and all 48 fire and rescue author¬ 
ities, is calling on government to launch a national cam¬ 
paign to highlight the risks of climbing, walking along 
or bathing near cliffs and is urging people to assess the 
risks and use their judgment. 

Cllr Simon Blackburn, chairman of the LGA’s safer 
and stronger communities board, said: “At this time of 
year a walk along the cliffs can be lovely, but while the 
views may be picturesque, they come with their own per¬ 
ils. 

“It is irresponsible and negligent for any inexperienced 
climber to scale the cliffs because not only are they jeop¬ 
ardising their own safety, they are also endangering the 
lives of firefighters and fellow rescue workers who are 
expected to come to their aid when they get stuck or fall. 

“Young people may see the cliffs as an opportunity to 
explore and climb, but doing so isn’t worth the risk. 

“Cliff rescues are difficult, dangerous and time-con¬ 
suming operations which often involve co-ordination

with the coastguard and other emergency services. They 
put a demand on resources and can lead to fire and rescue 
services elsewhere being called to provide back-up or 
cover. 

“Some of these can easily be avoided if people take 
precautions when walking across cliff tops or beaches. 

“Walkers and bathers should steer clear of cliff edges - 
both the tops of them and below at beach level.”

ARTIST and fishing enthusiast Jess Douglas 
grew up on the Mediterranean island of Ibiza 
before moving to Lyme Regis with her family. 

A former Woodroffe School pupil, she went 
on to study illustration at Plymouth University 
and her latest work "Lyme Caught'is inspired 
by her time spent working in the local fishing 
industry. 


• WHEN did you first take an interest in art? 

Both my parents were artists and they always encour¬ 
aged me to paint and be creative. It's just something 
I've always been good at. 


• DID you study art at university? 

Yes, I studied Illustration at the University of Ply¬ 
mouth. I couldn't have asked for better tutors really. 
They were very supportive and knew how to push me 
towards my strengths. We went on a trip to New York 
in the second year, and that's where I found my true 
style. I started drawing old abandoned buildings and 
fairgrounds in New York, and the old painted adverts 
on the side of buildings and billboards were really in¬ 
spiring to me. I found them to have a kind of mystery 
and a lost story to them. 



I don't have a website for my boat paintings yet, but 
I do have Instagram - LymeCaughtlllustration or 
Lyme Caught Facebook page. Some of my prints are 
also displayed in the back street windows of the Har¬ 
bour Inn down at the Cobb. 


• WHAT inspires your work now? 

Since graduating in 2009 I felt quite lost without 
being surrounded by artistic people to bounce ideas 
off, and lost all inspiration to create anything. 

I went off and worked on super yachts in the Mediter¬ 
ranean for a bit. When I returned I qualified as a com¬ 
mercial skipper, and started crewing on one of the 
small fishing boats out of Lyme. 

But it was only March this year that I finally found 
inspiration to paint again. The biggest boat in the har¬ 
bour belongs to a friend of mine, it's called New 
Seeker. I just decided I'd paint it, without him know¬ 
ing, to see if I still had it. I eventually showed him, and 
he loved it and bought it off me. He suggested I 
posted a picture of it on a Facebook page called "Fish¬ 
ing News" and since then it's all gone a bit mad! I have 
painted 24 boats to date, from Whitby, the Shetlands, 
Isles of Scillies, Ireland, Channel Islands and three 
commissions on order for America. 


times, so I wanted to show people how hardworking 
these men and women are, and try and portray the 
beautiful boats that they rely on so much through all 
weathers, day in day out. 

I've now got myself a little studio in town, where I 
was hoping to start doing screen-printing from, 
eventually producing and selling prints and T-shirts 
under the Lyme Caught name. 


• WHAT do you enjoy about working on the 
boats? 

I got into fishing about six years ago when I was in¬ 
vited out to try out fishing for bass using a rod and 
line. I'd never even held a fishing rod before so I was 
so chuffed to catch quite a few bass that day! Since 
then I was hooked (pardon the pun) and made sure I 
took all my certificates to become a qualified deck¬ 
hand, then after four years experience I could do my 
skipper's ticket. 

My parents owned a sailing boat when I was little, 
when we lived in Ibiza where I grew up, so I’ve always 
had the sea in my blood, but there's some deeper 
connection to the sea when your fishing. 

These fishermen have so much knowledge of the 
sea, they know the seabed like the palm of their 
hands; the way the tides run, and working the 
weather. I've so much respect for them and am mas¬ 
sively lucky to be accepted into such a close knit 
working community, that in Lyme really goes unno¬ 
ticed. 


• WHERE is your artwork available to buy? 


• WHAT do you like about living in lyme? 

Having grown up in Ibiza, there's not many places 
that can beat living there, but Lyme is where my roots 
are and it's got everything I need; the sea, beautiful 
views, lovely people, and the Cobb, where I spend 
most of my time hanging out, drinking tea, and talk¬ 
ing about the weather with all my favourite fisher¬ 
men! 


• WHAT medium do you like to work in? 

I use paint marker pens called "Posca" (which origi¬ 
nate in the street art scene) as well as brush markers 
and pen and ink.

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Paul Blake wins gold and silver medals at Rio Paralympics 


LOCAL athlete Paul Blake has added two Para¬ 
lympic medals to his collection, including claim¬ 
ing Great Britain's 50th gold medal at Rio 2016. 

The 26-year-old from Dorchester raced to gold 
in theT36 400 meters in Rio last Friday (Septem¬ 
ber 16th), for which he claimed silver at London 
2012, but went one better this time achieving a 
season best time of 54.49 seconds and beating 
rival Roman Pavlyk of Ukraine, who came sec¬ 
ond. 

Afterwards Blake told Channel Four: "I'm lost for 
words. In 2012 I was fortunate enough to get sil¬ 
ver and bronze (800m) and I've finally done it 
(won gold). All the hard work this year has paid 
off." 

He also paid tribute to his coach and his family, 
who were in the stadium to watch his success. 

Commentator Iwan Thomas, himself a silver 
Olympic 400m winner, was extremely comple¬ 
mentary at the way he ran the race. He said:"Paul 
is one of our most outstanding and experienced 
athletes and is very popular within the team." 

On Saturday (September 17th) Blake added a 
silver medal to his haul when he finished second 
behind Australian JamesTurner in theT36 800m, 
for which he achieved bronze in London. 

After the race he said: "To get a silver medal, I'm 
really pleased with myself. I went off a bit too 
slowly.

His sisters - Heather Crabb, Mary Reed and 
Anna Fowles - run the fund, which is based in 
Beaminster and has distributed thousands of 
pounds to local athletes. 

Heather Crabb said:"We are absolutely thrilled 
to bits and were glued to the television for his

ing him to watch and knowing him - he is such 
a nice lad. 

"He came to us when he was just starting out, 
maybe a couple of years before the London 
Olympics. He was quite a young boy and now we 
see this big, strong man. 

"We always keep watching him with enormous 
interest." 

Mr Blake also officially opened the West Bay 
play area extension in July this year, which in¬ 
cludes play equipment for all abilities, and was 
also a member of Bridport Evolution Basketball 
Club. 

Craig Sorrell, the coach at the club, said:"l know 
Paul very well as I played alongside him at the 
club when he played. He is such an inspiration to 
other sports driven athletes! 

"As a club, and personally, we would like to con¬ 
gratulate Paul on his incredible success in Lon¬ 
don 2012 and now Rio too!

Campaign to raise funds 
for basketball wheelchair 


A LOCAL fundraiser is hoping to 
help a teenager’s dream of reaching 
the Paralympics. 

Bridport resident and basketball 
player Craig Sorrell, who is the 
coach at Bridport Evolution Basket¬ 
ball Club, wants to raise enough 
money for a specialist bespoke 
wheelchair for a teenager whose 
dream is to play basketball at the Par¬ 
alympics. 

Craig was put in contact with Tom 
Barnes after he volunteered at the 
London Olympics in 2012, which 
opened his eyes into helping others. 

He said: “I decided I would hold an 
annual basketball tournament to raise 
awareness of the sport, and introduce 
opportunities for local people to get 
involved whilst raising money to 
help individuals who need support to 
succeed in fulfilling their dreams. 

“After a little research and commu¬ 
nication with Team GB wheelchair 
organisation, I tried to help a 17- 
year-old boy named Tom Barnes. 

“Tom lives in the North East area 
and plays wheelchair basketball. He 
is a talented young boy who is on the 
breakthrough to playing for Team 
GB but due to nought per cent fund¬ 
ing for the sport in this country, Tom 
is unable to progress to playing for 
his country due to not being able to 
afford the bespoke specialised 


wheelchair he needs to comply with 
the regulations set in place to take 
part. 

“The goal for me is to raise the 
complete cost of getting the 
wheelchair built for Tom, including 
personally picking up and delivering 
the wheelchair myself. 

“I also hope by doing this I can in¬ 
spire others to help the less fortunate 
and boost the popularity of the sport. 

“I plan to stage a number of events 
based around basketball to raise the 
full amount needed to get Tom his 
wheelchair and follow his success in 
hopefully reaching the Tokyo Para¬ 
lympics in 2020.” 

Craig has already hosted a charity 
3v3 tournament which has raised 
£1,038. 

He added: “So far I have had a 
great response and support after host¬ 
ing the first event with a basketball 
tournament in Bridport. 

“I had teams entering from lots of 
different areas, including Bourne¬ 
mouth, Salisbury, Exeter and London 
to name a few, and with the help of 
volunteers and local businesses, the 
tournament was a huge success and 
made a great start to the fundraising.”

SINGER-songwriter and

Baby Unit at Dorset 
County Hospital after 
hearing about proposals to 
close them and transfer 
services to the east of the 
county. 

She said: “My son con¬ 
tracted meningitis back in 
2008 and now lives with a 
life threatening illness, so 
we spend a lot of our time 
up at the Kingfisher Ward. 

“When the proposals in 
the Clinical Services Re¬ 
view came to light I knew 
for us and for many other 
people it would be impos¬ 
sible to cope with the 
travel. 

“We also know that 
A&E would not be able to 
cope overnight without 
the Kingfisher Ward. It 
would put extra pressure 
on both the A&E and the 
ambulance service. 

“The situation is caus¬ 
ing a lot of anxiety. We 
have to show the Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
that they must work with 
us, to consider every need 
in every area, before they 
make these ridiculous 
proposals.” 

Lisa Hopkins from 
Poundbury said she had 
joined the march because 



of the maternity unit. 

She said: “I had a still¬ 
born at 36 weeks, back in 
March and they were 
very, very supportive. 

“I have another one on 
the way so I am very con¬ 
cerned about the possible 
changes. 

“I would be so anxious 
about travelling so far if 
anything happened. 

“I also spent a lot of my 
childhood in the King¬ 
fisher Ward because of 
heart problems, so this is 
a big, big thing. There will 
certainly be a lot of angry 
people if it moves.” 

Jenny Legg from 
Dorchester said this was 
the first time she had been 
on a march. 

She said: “My daughter 
has bad asthma and she 
has been in Kingfisher 
Ward quite a few times. 

“So if it wasn’t there the 
journey we’d have to 
make wouldn’t be good at 
all. And both of my chil¬ 
dren were delivered by 
emergency caesarean. I 
think there is a lot of sup¬ 
port for this campaign.” 

West Dorset resident 
Billy Bragg joined the 
march through the town 
and said: “I think it is 
very, very important that 
we keep the ability for 
children to get 24/7 treat¬ 
ment here in Dorchester. 


“It’s a long way to travel 
to Bournemouth. Anyone 
who has their kid in hos¬ 
pital, you’re going to want 
to be there as much as you 
can. 

“I remember when my 
little brother was uncon¬ 
scious for six weeks after 
a car accident and my 
mum and my nan were 
there all the time. 

“So the idea of having 
to travel so far is a dread¬ 
ful one, that’s why I 
wanted to come along 
today. 

“It’s important to us all 
here, particularly for those 
who live 30 minutes away 
from Dorchester. I think 
that’s far enough already.” 

In a statement Dr Forbes 
Watson, chairman of NHS 
Dorset Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, said: 
“Since the launch of the 
Clinical Services Review 
we have had several meet¬ 
ings with representatives 
of the Save SCBU and 
Kingfisher group to dis¬ 
cuss the recommendations 
for local services and un¬ 
derstand their concerns. 

“An outcome of the last 
meeting was a number of 
planned activities includ¬ 
ing focus groups with 
users of local services 
which we trying to fi¬ 
nalise. 

“In order to ensure peo¬ 
ple can find out more 
about the recommenda¬ 
tions for maternity and 
paediatric care we have 
published a summary via 
our social media channels. 

“As we have been clear 
about since the launch of 
the Clinical Services Re¬ 
view, no decisions will be 
made until we have taken 
account of the views that

Surgeries and hospitals at risk 


■ TWO weeks ago I wrote to the 
press regarding the expected in¬ 
crease in Dorset's population of 
150,000 people by 2030. 

I asked the question as to how 
the NHS would be able to service 
such a rise in population, as it has 
already been argued by those in 
charge of change that it is impossi¬ 
ble for Dorset to sustain the exist¬ 
ing 135 primary care sites and its 13 
community hospitals with beds. 

However, for those who attended 
the demonstration in Dorchester 
on Saturday calling for the reten¬ 
tion of the Kingfisher Ward at 
Dorchester hospital, the specialist 
care ward for children, all became 
clearer. 


Not only is it proposed to close 
many surgeries in favour of fewer, 
larger, primary healthcare hubs, 
but to close six of the existing 13 
community hospitals with beds. 

Further it would seem that 
Bournemouth hospital will have to 
deal with all trauma cases in 
Dorset. 

There would also be cuts in the 
number of hours that A&E services 
will be available at both Dorchester 
and Poole hospitals. 

So what can an individual do? In 
fact the NHS has a legal duty to 
consult us, so we should not accept 
such gargantuan changes without 
a fight. 

In the first instance you can visit 


the Dorset Health Campaign web¬ 
site at http://dorsethealthcampaign. 
org.uk and respond to the Clinical 
Services Review consultation. 

In doing so we all can make it 
abundantly clear to those in charge 
of change that as a society we have 
a duty to ensure that everyone has 
the right to be looked after, regard¬ 
less of where they live or what they 
earn. 

It is now up to us to defend what 
is ours, and send a message to the 
parents of the children in King¬ 
fisher Ward that it will remain 
where it is.

“We have already got a few 
sold out shows for the upcoming 
autumn/winter season - so don’t 
delay. 

“It is just lovely to be back 
doing what we do, being open to 
the public and having people 
wander through all the time.” 

The centre now boasts a new 
cafe - the Dorset Market Kitch¬ 
en, a new accessible bar and box 
office, new offices and a refur¬ 
bished auditorium. 

New toilets have also been in¬ 
stalled, as well as solar panels to 
enable the team to generate their 
own electricity and new techni¬ 
cal equipment to help save costs. 

Ms Cockett added: “It was a 
combination of generating more 
income and reducing costs and 
overheads because we were pay¬ 
ing about £10,000 a year to hire 
theatre equipment, but now we 
have invested in about £100,000 
worth of new theatre equipment. 

“The other thing was the over¬ 
all visitor experience because 
there were issues about very 
long queues at the bar, issues 
about the quality of perfor¬ 
mances that we were able to pre¬ 
sent in the theatre because of 
limited technical equipment and 
the way the stage was framed; 
and the auditorium floor was in 
such an appalling state and all 


the balcony 
seats were in a 
really bad way. 

“It is a really 
huge change 
and then there 
are lots of 
things, in terms 
of where we 
have spent the 
money, on 
things people 
can’t see. 

“About 10 per 
cent of the pro¬ 
ject cost is on 
electrical works; 
there is a huge 
amount that as 
gone into our in¬ 
frastructure. 

“A lot of what 
the staff worked 
hard to do was 
to present things as profession¬ 
ally as possible, but opera¬ 
tionally for us it was incredibly 
difficult and not sustainable, but 
we now have a model that is. 

“Also, by upgrading the facili¬ 
ties in the centre we can attract 
the best work here because if the 
facilities are not of a good 
enough standard and artists are 
not able to present their work in 
the best way then they won’t 
want to come here.

“This project came out of a de¬ 
sire to make sure we are still 
able to meet the needs and de¬ 
mands of the visitors and the 
community of Bridport and 
West Dorset.

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Good report on Dorset Police's custodial services 


DORSET Police and the Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner have welcomed a report which con¬ 
cludes that the force manages its custodial 
services well. 

The report followed inspections conducted 
jointly by HM Inspectorate of Prisons (HMIP) and 


AN AXMINSTER man has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of drink driving in Bridport.

HM Inspectorate of Constabulary (HMIC). 

They assessed the strategy in place to manage 
Dorset Police's custodial services as well as the 
treatment, conditions, individual rights and 
healthcare provided to those held within the 
Bournemouth and Weymouth custody suites, 


was arrested on suspicion of drink driving after 
failing a roadside breath test. 

He has been charged with driving under the in¬ 
fluence of alcohol and has been bailed to attend 
Weymouth Magistrates'Court on October 5th. 


and the reserve suite in Poole. 

The inspectorates found that overall Dorset Po¬ 
lice managed its custodial services well, the de¬ 
tainees were treated appropriately to their needs 
and the conditions they were held in were good. 

The report acknowledged that the number of 
people brought into custody under Section 136 
of the Mental Health Act had been greatly re¬ 
duced and mental health provision had 'im¬ 
proved considerably and was excellent'. 

This positive result follows the introduction of 
a mental health 'street triage service' (in these 
schemes, mental health professionals provide on 
the spot advice to police officers who are dealing 
with people with possible mental health prob¬ 
lems) and a revised multi-agency policy to im¬ 
prove outcomes for this vulnerable group. 

Mark Cooper, Dorset Police assistant chief con¬ 
stable, said:"I very much welcome the HMIC and 
HMIP's report on our custodial services and that 
our efforts are being viewed positively. 

"The report demonstrates that we have made 
great improvements in a number of areas and we 
will continue to ensure further progressions for 
our custodial services. 

"I am pleased that once again the force is being 
recognised for how it deals with vulnerable peo¬ 
ple, and notably those with mental health con¬ 
cerns." 

Positive recognition was given to the force re¬ 
garding its monitoring of the use of force within 
custody and was described as 'commendable'. 

The report stated that when used, it was pro¬ 
portionate, with good efforts made to de-esca- 
late situations. 

The report noted that Dorset Police needs to 
improve its procedures when dealing with de¬ 
tained children in order to try and reduce the 
number of children being held unnecessarily in 


police cells. 

However, it is recognised that the number of 
children brought into custody had reduced and 
they were treated as vulnerable due to their age. 

It was also recognised that the force is already 
in discussions with local authorities in order to 
provide alternative accommodation to police 
cells for detained children. 

The inspectorates concluded that physical con¬ 
ditions were good and detainees were looked 
after appropriately. 

The report acknowledged that custody staff 
were good at interacting with detainees and 
were aware of how to deal with those vulnera¬ 
bilities, as well as focusing on delivering safe cus¬ 
tody for all. 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset Police and Crime 
Commissioner, said:"I am pleased that Dorset Po¬ 
lice is being recognised for its efforts in dealing 
with vulnerable people in custody and that the 
number of people being detained in custody 
under the Mental Health Act is continuing to re¬ 
duce. 

"It is clear from the report that the force is work¬ 
ing hard to ensure that vulnerable people re¬ 
ceive the appropriate care and it is important 
that those with mental health concerns are 
looked after by a health care professional, not by 
a police officer and not in a police cell. 

"The report also highlights the dedication and 
commitment of our independent custody visit¬ 
ing team, who volunteer their time to check on 
the welfare of detainees. 

"We are currently looking to expand this team 
and would like to invite applications from 
Dorset."

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GET KIDS BACK TO NATURE 


INSTEAD of going out¬ 
side and exploring the 
natural world, most 
modern kids now spend the majority of their time 
indoors, staring at a screen. 

But why not combine the two, asks expert forager 
and mum-of-six Fiona Bird. 

The author of new book Let Your Kids Go Wild Out¬ 
side, believes there's nothing better for the whole 
family than exploring countryside, woods and 
beaches, and foraging for food. But she accepts that 
technology is now part of life, and says it can be a 
great tool for helping wild explorers identify and 
learn about everything they find in the natural 
world. 

"I find it useful to take my iPhone down to the 
beach or into the countryside to identify things," she 
says. 

"Instead of playing on a computer game, kids can 
go outside and discover something, and then find 
out about it with their technology. Get outside, and 
then you can come back and sit on the sofa with 
your iPad. 

"Technology is here to stay and it's incredibly use¬ 
ful. You're not doing any harm by using tech to help 
you find out about the natural world." 

FORGOTTEN WONDERS 

Bird, 57, divides her time between Angus in Scot¬ 


land and the Outer He¬ 
bridean Isle of South 
Uist, where her hus¬ 
band is the local doctor. She's a bit of a whizz in the 
kitchen after she's been foraging for ingredients, 
and was once a MasterChef finalist. 

"I wrote the book because I felt a lot of the things 
I'd done as a child were in danger of being forgot¬ 
ten, so I thought I'd document them," she says. 

The book is split into chapters for various natural 
habitats, including Woods, Meadows, and Seashore, 
and as well as easy-to-understand information 
about conservation guidelines and tips on how to 
forecast the weather, Bird teaches young readers 
how to identify different insects, plants, fungi and 
seaweed, and explains various simple outdoor craft 
projects, including making pot pourri, leaf bunting 
or a conker necklace, and building a woodland wig¬ 
wam. 

HUNTER GATHERERS 

The book also features My Wild Garden and 
Kitchen, where you can find recipes using foraged 
ingredients, including wild garlic parcels and bil¬ 
berry and sorrel seed muffins. 

Bird is an experienced forager herself, and has 
written a book about the hunt for natural food, The 
Forager's Kitchen. She explains that while a simple 
walk in the countryside might not entice kids out of

the house, the lure of finding food may just swing 
it. 

"You might have to frogmarch your kids out for a 
walk, especially if the weather's bad, whereas when 
you go out to forage and you're poking about like 
hunter gatherers, it becomes more of an adventure 
and you lose the concept of time - it's always the 
bush a little bit further away that might have more 
exciting things in it." 

RISK AVERSE 

Bird says modern society doesn't encourage chil¬ 
dren to take risks, and the result is often that parents 
feel safer with their kids sitting inside staring at a 
screen rather than playing outside and enjoying the 
natural world. 

"Some people think they can't possibly let their 
kids go wild because they don't know who they're 
going to come across and they worry about the risk. 

"But I'm not really suggesting that, I'm suggesting 
that an adult makes time to do this with the kids, 
and it's a joint learning opportunity." 

OWN BACKYARD 

And the nature enthusiast is keen to stress that 
travelling miles into the countryside isn't necessary 
for children to discover the natural world. 

"You don't need to spend hours in a car, you can 
do it in your own neighbourhood," she says. 

"And if you do it in your own backyard, it reduces 
the amount of time a parent needs to be involved if 
necessary." 

She explains that as you often don't see wildlife 


when you're in the countryside, she came up with 
the idea of throwing flour down in the back garden 
to see how many cats, dogs or birds had walked 
over it. 

"Then take that idea to the countryside," she sug¬ 
gests. 

"Get a magnifying glass and a cobweb, and kids 
can learn about the natural world in their own back 
garden. You don't have to go miles out." 

WILD FAMILY 

And the mum, whose children are all grown-up, 
insists that, rather than parents just taking young 
children to splash in puddles or go on bug hunts, 
finding out about the wonders of the wild is some¬ 
thing the whole family should do together, whether 
children are young or old. 

"With little kids it's easy - they want to splash in 
puddles, and they do it naturally. But I wanted to get 
families to explore outside together, and get older 
kids out there too. 

"I want to encourage people to get outside and 
see what's there for them. By getting outside too, 
parents can learn what kids need to watch out for, 
as well as what's good to take back and use in the 
kitchen, or dye with. 

"When you want quality time, getting outside and 
learning about nature is a huge opportunity for a 
shared learning experience. There's just so much 
out there."

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SOME love the 
rhythm and soli¬ 
tude of a long Sunday morning run, others get 
their kicks from the squeals of rubber soles 
and balls whizzing high-speed around a 
squash court, while clipping a lead on the dog 
and braving whatever elements for a stroll on 
the beach does it for many. When it comes to 
moving our bodies, it's different strokes for 
different folks. 

But there's one form of exercise that ticks so 
many boxes and offers so many benefits - all 
of which many of us greatly need in our 'Stress 
Epidemic!', tech-addicted, 'Sitting down is the 
new smoking!' lives - that whatever else you 
enjoy, you'd do well to consider giving it a go. 

Like thousands of others, it was back pain 
that first led me to a Pilates studio (just a 
bog-standard room at the local leisure centre; 
you don't have to fork out for fancy classes), 
and it's the closest thing to a panacea I've ever 
discovered, doing far more than simply 
improving my posture and providing a 
top-to-toe stretch. 

Here are five reasons to take up Pilates... 

It encourages us to think of our 
body and mind as one 

"Pilates in its gentlest form is very much a 
mind/body discipline. It calms you both inside 
and out, connecting you to your deeper core 
muscles," notes personal trainer and Pilates 
instructor, Mary Huckle (www.breakthrough 
fitness.co.uk). Many ancient health 
philosophies - which, remember, informed 
much of modern medicine - revolve around 
holistic principles, which basically means that 
body and mind are linked. It's something 
Western societies have lost touch with in 
modern times, but we only have to look at 
ourselves and our own experiences to be 
reminded just how true it is that physical and 
emotional health are closely intertwined: how 
you get more colds when you're stressed; why 
that headache intensifies when you're under 
pressure; how positive distractions can take 
the edge off that sore knee... "Holistic exercise 
is the 'buzz' in the industry right now, and 
Pilates is hugely popular. It's a challenging 
deep-core workout, but is much kinder to 
body and mind. It allows you to be mindful 
and focus on the inside, and encourages 
slower-paced movement based around great 
technique. The perfect way to take time out, 
while still getting and amazing feel-good 
workout!" says Elaine Denton, personal trainer 
and group health and fitness support for 
David Lloyd Clubs (www.davidlloyd.co.uk). 

It could make you a better 
runner/cyclist/tennis player, etc... 

If you think Pilates isn't 'your thing', because 
you prefer a particular sport or more vigorous 
exercise, think again. A strong core, good 
alignment and even better breathing tech¬ 
nique will all help support your body in your 
fitness pursuits elsewhere. A good core isn't 
just about blitzing those abs crunches; there's 
far more to it - and investing a little time in it 
through Pilates could pay dividends in terms 
of boosting your overall performance in what¬ 
ever exercise you enjoy and preventing injury. 
"In terms of runners, sometimes a slight im¬ 
balance in the body will go on to create prob¬ 
lems because it's such a repetitive movement 


you're doing. 
Even a small 
adjustment in your posture or in your core 
stability can make a huge impact," says Lynne 
Robinson, founder of Body Control Pilates 
(www.bodycontrolpilates.com). 

It can help with chronic pain management 

Of course, anybody with a medical condi¬ 
tion or chronic pain problems should seek 
professional advice before embarking on any 
new exercise regime - but providing you 
listen to your body, start gently and stay 
within your limits, Pilates could become a 
central, possibly even life-changing, part of 
how you manage your condition in the long¬ 
term, both physically and psychologically. 
Strengthening your core and keeping 
muscles loose can help to support your body, 
removing strain from joints, for example. Pi¬ 
lates can also provide a gentle way of keeping 
your circulation up, hopefully helping relieve 
pain over time and bring about an often 
much-needed sense of doing something 
positive for your body. "Exercise is being 
described as the new drug, and in particular 
Pilates is being prescribed by more and more 
GPs as either an alternative to drugs or as a 
complementary therapy. It also has proven 
benefits for sufferers of neurological condi¬ 
tions, as well as the more common postural 
alignment benefits, for example, improving 
lower back pain and in certain cases, even 
avoiding surgery," says Huckle.

The very same network is also 
associated with the part of our brain which 
controls movements," explains Robinson.

When you have a history of injuries or mus¬ 
culoskeletal problems, perhaps associated 
with back pain (as we know, extremely com¬ 
mon in the UK!), it's easy to think you need to 
avoid physical activity as much as possible. 
Experts are increasingly trying to highlight 
that, in fact, the opposite is true, and staying 
as regularly active as possible is actually vital 
in managing such problems. Of course, some 
people may need rest periods and you'll still 
need to be sensible, but there's good reason 
a lot of physiotherapists encourage patients 
to take up gentle Pilates. "Pilates sessions can 
really help manage back pain. At Boost 
Physio, we have special remedial Pilates ses¬ 
sions and classes for women suffering from 
back pain or recovering from injuries. We 
work with our clients on safely strengthening 
the core posture, deep abdominal muscles 
and pelvic floor muscles that protect and sup¬ 
port the spine.

The Lyme B crew raced valiantly 
in worsening conditions but 
were knocked out in the first 
round. 

The Championships were even¬ 
tually won by Caradon A who are 
also the Isles of Scilly 2016 World 
Pilot Gig Champions.

Brilliant Blake blasts his way to Rio gold 


PAUL Blake annihilated the field as he raced to 
gold in theT36 400 metres final in Rio last Fri¬ 
day, and in doing so claimed Britain's 50th 
gold medal of the 2016 Paralympics Games. 

The 26-year-old who had to settle for silver 
in London four years ago, went one better this 
time as he raced to victory in a season's best 
time of 54.49 seconds despite the rainy con¬ 
ditions, beating his old adversary, Ukraine's 
Roman Pavlyk into second place by over a sec¬ 
ond. 

Blake, from Charlton Down, Dorchester, was 
drawn in the unfavourable outside lane which

meant that he could see none of his rivals in¬ 
side him, whilst Pavlyk, who finished third be¬ 
hind him in 2012, had the inside lane. 

However, it was the Pole Krzysztof Ciuksza 
that Blake saw just ahead of him on the top 
bend as the stagger began to unravel with 
120m to go, but he kept his cool and as Ciuk¬ 
sza began to tire, Blake accelerated away 
down the home straight to win by an incredi¬ 
ble six metres. 

Afterwards an elated but modest Blake told 
Channel Four: "I'm lost for words. In 20121 was 
fortunate enough to get silver and bronze 
(800m) and I've finally done it (won gold). All 
the hard work this year has paid off." 

He also paid tribute to his coach and his 
family, who were in the stadium to watch his 
success. 

His victory was well received among the 
commentator's in the studio at the stadium 
including Iwan Thomas, himself a silver 
Olympic 400m winner who was extremely 
complementary at the way he ran the race. He 
said:"Paul is one of our most outstanding and 
experienced athletes and is very popular 
within the team," before claiming his own 
headline: "Blake is brilliant in Brazil". 

However, there was disappointment the fol¬ 
lowing day when he finished second behind 
Australian JamesTurner in theT36 800m. 

Blake was hoping to make it a double gold 
in the longer distance, but had to settle for sil¬ 
ver behind the 20-year-old who only switched 
from playing seven-a-side football for his 
country to athletics last year. 

The rookie in the field, he set off at speed 
from the start, whilst Blake who claimed 
bronze in London, set off in pursuit. It was an¬ 
ticipated that Turner would tire as the race 


progressed, but despite Blake closing slightly 
at the start of the second lap, the Aussie main¬ 
tained his pace to the finish to smash the ex¬ 
isting world record by three seconds. 

Magnanimous in defeat but as always mod¬ 
est and polite he told Channel Four: "To get a 
silver medal, I’m really pleased with myself. I 
went off a bit too slowly. If I had gone off a bit 
quicker, I maybe could have held onto him. He 
was just better than me on the day. Congrat¬ 
ulations to him. 

"He went off pretty hard. My coach told me 
if he takes it out then I should go with him, 
and I did. But, I wasn't strong enough." 

Considering he was dogged by a heel injury 
in the summer that put his chances of selec¬ 
tion for Rio in doubt, the 26-year old will feel 
a gold and silver was just reward. He con¬ 
cluded: "It's been an amazing experience." 

No medal for Neill 

DESPITE a valiant effort from Holly Neill, she 
finished out of the medals in the F41 Discus 
last Thursday in Rio. 

The 27-year old from Chantmarle was mak¬ 
ing her first Paralympic appearance and was 
hopeful of an outside chance of a medal fol¬ 
lowing her bronze at the European Champi¬ 
onships in Grosseto, Italy. 

However, she could not compete against 
the power, particularly of the Tunisian's, and 
had to settle for eighth with a best throw of 
23.13m, just short of her PB of 23.76m set ear¬ 
lier this year in Dubai. 

The event was won by Raoua Tlili of Tunisia 
with a world record throw of 33.38, over seven 
metres more than silver medallist Niamh Mc¬ 
Carthy of Ireland.
